OUR RELATIONS WITH JAPAN. 
% 
Without getting 
unduly 
alarmed* 
about the matter, the people of the 
United States cannot help observing 
with some anxiety the many points of 
contact between 
American 
interests 
and aspirations and the interests and 
aspiration of the Japanese. 
This con­ 
tact is not of a friendly, agreeable 
sort. 
It is the kind of contact that 
creates friction and that does not lend 
itself readily 
to 
accommodation 
or 
compromise. 
One of these points of contact is in 
California. 
Another is in Eastern Sh 
beria, where the Japanese are main­ 
taining an army and are in physical 
possession of the country though the 
country does not 
legally 
belong to 
them. 
Another point of contact is in 
China, where our interests and those 
of Japan seem to conflict or threaten 
to conflict as a result of Jap an ’s at-, 
tiiude towards the Open Door policy 
or principle. Still another point of con­ 
tact is the little island of Yap in the 
Pacific, concerning which the United 
States 
and 
Japanese 
governments 
have been holding conversations and 
the status of which is now being dis­ 
cussed with the League of Nations by 
the United States. 
People 
speak 
of the 
Japanese- 
American questions, and that is one of 
the unfavorable symptoms in the situ­ 
ation. If the disagreement concerned 
one specific policy or one particular 
place, the outlook would be better. We 
find ourselves in disagreement with 
the Japs about so many different mat­ 
ters and at so many different points 
that one cannot help fearing that the 
two 
countries 
are 
headed 
along 
courses dangerous to their peace. 
To avoid the threatened conflict is 
one of the most important tasks of the 
new administration 
at 
Washington. 
Indeed, it seems quite likely that the 
Japanese problem is the principal rea­ 
son why the new secretary of state 
toners so high above the general level 
of the cabinet. 
A real man had to be 
put in that post because a real danger 
threatens and it is necessary to have 
somebody capable of dealing with it.
